Eastern Conference officials 
once again wielded their sharply 
pointed axe at Santa Ana College, 
dealing the Dons a two-year pro- 
bation sentence for “illegal 
reeruiting.”’ 

Action: was taken last Wednes- 
day night at the Eastern Con- 
ference meeting at Mt. SAC after 
hearing a report from the Rumor 
Committee. 

Second Blow 

It was the second blow felt by 
the Dons by the Conference this 
year. Three weeks ago Leroy 
Whittle was declared ineligible by 
the EC. 

The probation sentence means 
that Santa Ana will not be eligible 
for post season bowl games for 
the football campaigns of ‘60 and 
‘61. The Dons, however, will not 
have to forfeit any games to 
date, nor will it deprive them of 
a possible league championship. 

Don Lineman \ 

The Rumor Committee alleged 
that a SAC football coach offered 
a player a job in order to get 
him to come to the Don campus. 
The player, a lineman, was not 
declared ineligible, however. The 
rules of Codal Section D., in part, 
read “... no athlete may be en- 
couraged to enroll in an institut- 
ion on the promise of a job.” 

It is reported that a coach from 


another Eastern Conference 
school was present during the 
alleged ‘“‘bribe.”’ 


It isn’t the first time that the 
conference has taken such action. 
San Bernardino was put on pro- 
bation in 1951, Orange Coast in 
1956, and Riverside in 1959.

Respect Deadlines 


Ana College journalism courses, 
there is a composite figure, a 
person not only tutored from an 
academic stand point but also 
sharpened in the actual field of 
reporting, writing and newspaper 
mechanics. 

The well-rounded student is the 
goal of SAC. In the journalism 
department this is accomplished 
with a flood of sweat and tears 
assuaged only with the visible 
reward of a ‘‘well-done’’ news- 
paper at the end of each week. 
That this combination of teaching 
“from the book’ and _ teaching 
by doing is capable of the best 
results is demonstrated by the 
numbers of graduates who are 
now active members on various 
community newspaper editorial 
staffs. 


C. V. States Goal 

“This, of course, is the goal of 
the serious journalism student,”’ 
declares Carl Venstrom, depart- 
ment head. 

“Tt is rewarding to the student 
and to the faculty,” he said, “‘to 
observe with what facility our 
graduates either enter into fur- 
ther journalistic studies at univer- 
sities or go directly into actual 
work.”’ 

Practice in El Don 

The medium by which SAC 
students obtain down-to-earth 
practice in newspaper work is the 
school weekly El Don. This four- 
page newspaper is staffed entirely 
by journalism students. They 
secure the news, write it, edit it, 
get it to the print shop, proof 
read, make-up and, finally, dis- 
tribute it at school newsstands. 

The necessity for students to 
secure the facts about a news item 
from the sources available in the 
campus and to translate these 
facts into easily read and under- 
stood copy within a certain dead- 
line constitute a serious challenge, 
Mr. Venstrom declares. The chal- 
lenge is largely one of recognition 
for his or her responsibilities, he 
asserted. The writer must be 
accurate, honest, constructive, 
consise, and understandable, 
according to Mr. Venstrom, plus 
watching the clock to make necess- 
ary deadlines.

El Don has won the highest rat- 
ings offered, ‘“‘All American” from 
Associated Collegiate Press and 
“Medalist” from Columbia. 

Mr. Venstrom has been honor- 
ed as an individual by the Colum- 
bia association.

My, my, it says here that the 
Dons beat the nation’s number one 
junior college football team last 
Saturday night. 

‘ Yep—Mt. San Antonio’s pre- 
viously unbeaten Mounties were 
tabbed the top JC eleven last week, 
according to L. B. Chapman’s All 
American Index compilations. This 
was the day before they met the 
Dons. 

Six Upsets 

SAC’s 25-13 “upset” over the 
highly touted Mounties was only 
one of many administered during 
last. week’s competition. In fact, 
no less than six of the 12 Califor- 
nia teams placed in the top 25 by 
Senor Chapman came up on the 
short side of the score. And none 
of the six teams that won the ball 
games were picked in the first 25. 

Santa Ana’s victory over Mt. 
SAC drew the most attention, but 
five other rated teams were also 
knocked off by “lesser lights.” 

Number two rated San Jose 
City College dropped its contest to 
Monterey, 40-29; Fresno, ranked 
eighth in the poll, fell to Taft, 28- 
20; 11th rated Compton was rout- 
ed by Cerritos, 42-20; Santa Rosa, 
tabbed 21st, lost to Stockton, 138- 
6; and Contra Costa, 20th, took a 
20-6 licking from Oakland. 

Waste of Time 

What is the significance of this 
turn of events other than giving 
Mr. Chapman a king-sized head- 
ache? It probably proves that most 
football polls are a waste of time 
for both the people who do the 
rating and the readers. 

‘Chapman’s poll, however, which 
is based on a complex system of 
team statistics, is perhaps one of 
the best. 

With due respect to Mr. Chap- 
man, we don’t see how he could 
have come up with last week’s 
selections. He overlooked the Dons 
completely after Homer Beatty’s 
squad had dropped a narrow 24- 
19 contest to powerful Long 
Beach. 

Dons Ignored 

Now we know that SAC isn’t a 
world beater, but if Long Beach 
was to get the fourth slot on the 
poll, then the Dons should have 
been in the top 25. After all, ac- 
cording to the results of the ball 
game, the Vikings were one touch- 
down, one minute and ten seconds, 
or five yards better than the Dons, 
depending on. how you look at it. 
Besides, most observers felt that 
the Dons should have won, 19-18. 

Assuming optimistically that the 
Dons were in 26th place, barely 
out of the top 25, that means that 
there are 21 teams better than 
Santa Ana, but not as good as 
Long Beach. Seems like an awful 
lot of teams to put in 70 seconds 
or five yards. 

In addition, Compton, a team 
that SAC outscored in a pre-season 
scrimmage, eight touchdowns to 
three, was ranked 11th in the na- 
tion. 

Of course these illustrations may 
be unfair to Mr. Chapman, who 
obviously cannot follow all of the 
junior colleges in the nation. We 
use them merely to point out the 
relative uselessness of football 
polls. 

Don’t pay too much attention to 
them.

Billed as one of the most 
heated rivalries in southland JC 
circles, this year’s game promises 
to be just as exciting as ever, 
even though the Dons rate a 
decided edge after topping nation- 
ally ranked Mt. SAC last week.

Coach Beatty’s Dons want this 
one for several reasons. 

1. A win would enhance their 
EC title hopes and give them 


an unblemished 2-0 conference 
record. 
2. The series is tied at six 


games apiece since the two foes 
began meeting each other back 
in 1948. The victor will therefore 
grab the series lead. 

3. This game is the first leg of 
the mythical Orange County 
championship race with the winner 
fighting it out with Fullerton for 
the distinction of being the num- 
ber one team in the area.
